DESCRIPTION:  This  set  consists  of  two  chests,  26"  x  13  l/2f,i  x 
12  1/2%  which  are  roughly  constructed.  The  outside 
of  each  is  painted  an  olive  drab  color  and  on  the  front 
of  each  appears  the  Geneva  Red  Cross, 

The  Japanese  characters  painted  on  the  liks  read 
"Physico-Chemical  Medical  Pannier".  The  chests  are 
numbered  1  and  2. 

The  interior  of  each  chest  is  divided  into  two 
compartments.  Into  these,  smaller  chests  are  tightly 
fitted  except  the  smaller  compartment  of  Chest  #1  in 
which  is  contained  a  case  equipped  with  a  canvas  pouch 
and  carrying  strap  and  which  contains  various  reagents, 
test  tubes  and  miscellaneous  items. 

All  the  smaller  chests  are  numbered  from  1  thru  6, 

» 

Two  of  them  are  packed  in  Chest  #1  and  the  remaining 
four,  used  for  the  reagents,  are  packed  in  Chest  #2, 

An  inventory  of  the  items  present  in  the  chests  is 
included  in  this  report.  Some  of  the  reagents  are  missing. 

COMMENT:  This  set  is  very  complete.  Adequate  reagents 
and  other  equipment  are  used. 
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According  to  the  nomenclature  which  calls  this 
set  a  pannier,  it  was  presumably  intended  to  be 
transported  by  horses.
